PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—In explanation of 
the so-calied boycott of the various railroad 
lines that refuse to accept the rule adopted by 
the trunk lines and Central Traftic association; 
in regard to the payment of commission to 
agents, an Official of the passenger department 
of the Pennsylvania railroad conipany, who 
was pretent at the trunk line meeting yester- 
day said: 

“The trunk lines, under their interpretation 
of the interstate commerce law, are required 
to maintain strictly all rates published by 
them and such rates cannot be maintained if 
other roads over which they issue tickets are 
permitted to pay a commission to their 
egents. For this reason the trunk lines and 
Central Traftic association sent a circular to 
a1 of their connections asking them to discon- 
tinue the payment of such commissions. One 
or two of.the western roads have taken an 
arbitrary stand inthe matter and have said 
that they will act independently. In conse- 
quence of this stand taken by the roads in 
question, certain of their competitors havecon- 
sidered that they are obliged, reluctantly, to 
take the same position and to 
concur in the action of the lines that 
originally dissented. This will make about 
thirty lines, out of several hundred, that will 
continue to pay commissions to agents, and the 
trunk lines and Central Traffic association 
bave given them notice that, until they do 
agree to adopt the practice of the associations, 
the trunk lines and Central Traffic association 
will discontinue to exchange business with 
them. 

PittspvurG, April 6.— General Passenger 
agent Ford, of the Pennsylvania lines, said this 
afternoon that the tickets of roads that have 
not complied with the rnles of the Central 
Traflic association are still turned to the wall. 
Some of the roads have indicated a disposition 
to hold out against the demand to abolish the 
commission business, but the probability is that 
they will weaken before the close of the week, 

CHICAGO COMMENT ON THE MATTER. 

CHIcAGoO, April 6,—A local paper says this 
morning: 

It is a long time since anything has caused such 


a sensation in railroad circles here as the action 


of the Pennsylvania railroad company in ordering 
the tickets of nearly all its western connections to 
be turned to the wall, or, in other words, stopping 
allintaschange of passenger business with these 
roads so Jong as they refuse to give positive assur- 
ances that they will stop the payment of commis- 
sions in eastern territory. - It is learned that other 
eastern lines were to have taken the same action 
as the Pennsylvania, but their courage seems to 
have failed and none but the Pennsylvania have 
stopped the sale of tickets of western connections. 

he grand trunk is understood to have been the 
only one of the eastern lines which peremptorily 
refused to take any such radical actions While 
there is much difierenceof opinion among western 
roads as to the wisdom of continuing the payment 
of commissions, and a msjority of them agree 
with the eastern roads that the system ought to be 
abolished, yet they are nearly unanimous in de- 
nouncing the action of the Pennsylvenia as ahigh- 
handed outrage, and contrary to the provisions of 
the new law. Had the Pennsylvania stopped the 
sale of tickets via all the western lines, 
without exceptions, the legality of its action 
could not have been questioned, but by exempt- 
ing such roads as submitted toit, made itself 
clearly liable under the law. For this reason, thre 
western roads which havebeen shut out by the 
Pennsylvania have decided not torctaliate agelgnt 
the enpvsylvania, but continue to sell tickets 
over the roads, the same as over the eastern lines; 


But they propose to bring the matier immediate- - 


jyto the attention of the interstate commission 
and ask that the Pennsylvania, or other eastern 
lines which may follow its example, be regulated 
for willful violation of the tollowinvg provisions 
of the law: 

“Every common

ing to _ their oy gpa powers afford 
all reasonable power and equal facilities for the 
interchange of traflic between their respective 
lines and for receiving, forwarding and delivering 
of passengers and property to and from their sev- 
eral linesand those connecting therewith, and 
shall not discriminate in their rates and charges 
between such connecting lines.” : 

The failure to agree upona basis for division 
of rates to and from Mississippi river points on the 
Missouri river business and points beyond, has 
caused a complete rupture between lines east from 
Chicago an those west from this city. All 
through billing of freight between 
points in the east and issouri river 
points via Chicago has been stopped. Eastern 
roads charge local rates to Chicago, and local rates 
are added from Chicago and western points which, 
of course, makes the rates via Chicago materially 
higher than via St. Louis. Besides all freight 
from the east has to be rebilled at Chicago, which 
is an additional embarrassment. Roads running 
west from Chicago are determined, it is said, to re- 
sist the demands of eastern lines with all means at 
their command. vs 


DEATH OF D. WYATT AIKEN.

A Sketch of His Services to His State and 
the South. 

WASHINGTON, April 6—Hon. D. Wyatt 
Aiken, late representative in congress from the 
third South Carolina district, died at his home 
in Cokesburg, 8. C., this morning, aged fifcy- 
nine. He had been in ill health fora long 
time, and a severe fall received during the for- 
ty-eighth congress compelled his removal to 
his home, which he was unable to leave to at- 
tend the sessions of the forty-ninth congress, 
to which he was elected. Mr. Aiken was born 
in South Carolina in 1828, and after graduating 
from the South Carolina college at Columbia, 
began farming, and continued in that occupa- 
tion till the time of his lastillness. In 1561 he 
entercd the confederate volunteer service as a 
private, and reached the rank of colonel. At 
the battle of Antietam he was shot through the 
lungs, and had to resign from the army in 1564. 
He served two terms in the state legislatare; 
was waster of the state grange for two years; 
was a member of the executive committee of 
the national grange for fourteen years; was a 
delegate to the Tilden and Hendricks national 
convention, and was a representative in con- 
gress to the forty-sixth, forty-seventh, forty- 
eighth and forty-ninth congress, serving as 
chairman of the committee on education ia the

UNVEILING THE STATUE AT NEW 
ORLEANS. 


A Very Large Crowd Present-Hon. Jefferson 
Davis Pays a Tribute to the Memory 
of Albert Sidney Johnston 4s 
a Man and a Soldier. 


New OrnvteEAns, April 6-—The ceremonies 
incident to the unveiling of the statue to 
General Albert Sidney Johuston on the tomb 
of the benevolent association of the army of 
Tennessee, in Metaireé cemetery, took place at 
three o’¢lock today. There was an immense 
assemblage of people present, probably over 
10,000. Veteran associations, including Grand 
Army posts, attended in a body. 

Upon the platform were mauy distinguished 
persons, including Mr. and Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis, Miss Varina Davis, General Beauregard 
ang staff, Governor McEnery and staff, Mrs. 
Aibert Sidney Johnston, Colonel William Pres- 
ton and family, Colonel Throckmorton, U. 8. 
A., and other officers; Charles Dudley, Warner, 
of New York; General S. Hooker, Walter Hall, 
Governor Lowrey, of Mississippi, and many 
others. 

The ceremonies opened with prayer by Rev. 
Dr. A. J. Witherspoon, chaplain of the army 
of Tennessee. 

The statue was presented by Fendell Horn 
second vice-president, and was received by 
Judge W. H. Rodgers, president. The statue 
was unveiled by Rosa Robinson, aged six years, 
a°grandaughter of General Johnston, and Miss 
Jennie Rogers, daughter of Judge Rogers. 

Members of the Fifth company of Washing- 
ton artillery fired a salute of thiity-eight guns. 

Poems by Mrs. Mary Ashby Townsend, of 
New Orleans, and Mrs, Kate B. Sherwood, of 
Toledo, Ohio, were read. 

General Randall L. Gibson, United States 
senator, delivered the oration of the day, and 
was followed by Mr. Davis. 


Mr. Davis said: 

“If words could add anything to the effect which 
this scene produces, then I should regret that my 
physical ability does not allow meto address so 
large an audience as this. 

Sidney Johnston’s fame rests upon his deeds, It 
requires no embellishment from any one, and if it 
aid, the able orator you have heard has done all 
thatthe occasion could require. To you, my 
brethren of the Louisiana division of the army of 
Tennessee, I wish to offermy congratulations for 
your eminent success in the task you undertook. 

espite the jeers and evil prophesy of 
those who said you could not succeed, you did 
succeed (pointing tothe statue). There is today 
I believe, the best equestrian statue—man an 
norse—that is to be found in any country. | 
plause.} There isthe head and neck familiar to 
many of youofthe horse he rode when he re- 
ceived his death wound—copied, I know 
not how, but instinct with resemblance. 
There is the grand figure of our hero, as we have 
seen him on horseback; a perfect cavalier, as well 
as the fearless soldier. You have done well to 
embody this hero’s statue in material more endur- 
ing than granite. Not that his fame was likely to 
diminish, nor that you required any visible sign to 
remind you of his greatness 
warm your affection for him, but 
that, in coming time, as the youths of our country 
pass by, they may look at the statue and say, 
‘Well, who is this?” and.learn the story of a man 
who was as good as he was great,and as great as 
humanity permits man to be. I knew Sidney John- 
ston, I believe, better than 1 knew any other, per- 
haps, because his character was written so legibly 
that it was easy to comprehend it.

THE BOOK FOUND, 
IKE VINCENT’S PONDSMEN 


AND 


The Miseing Book, Supposed to Have Been Destroyed 
by Vincent, Found Belind the Safein the Trea- 
urer’s Office—Who the Bondsmen 
Are — Interview With Vincent. 


MonTGOMERY, Ala., April 6.—[Special.]— 
The sensation of the day is the finding of the 
lost book in which the bond of ex-Treasurer 
Ike H, Vincent was recorded. In January, 
1883, when Vincent defaulted and left the 
state, search was made for the book but it 
could not be found, and all along the conclusion 
has been held that he made way with it. He 
borrowed it from the office of the secretary of 
state about ten days before: he went off and 
that was the last seen of it until this afternoon, 
when it was found sound and uninjared behind 
the old safe in the treasurer’s office. 

The bond was made in the sum of two hun- 
dred and fifty theugand dollars, and signed by 
Mr. Vincent himself, and J. J. Robinson, M. E. 
Pratt, Daniel Crawford, B. L. Dwyer, D. G. 
Allen, J. M. Driver and G, L, Griffin. 

The search was suggested by a prominent 
citizen of Montgomery who, on yesterday, 
made the statement that he did not believe 
that Vincent made away with the book. Vin- 
cent himself stoutly denied the charge, and 
said if he were permitted he could go and find 
it. Nobody had ever thought to look behind 
the safe, and there the book was found this 
afternoon. As the original bond had been lost 
from the auditor's office and the record book 
was gone from [the secretary of state’s office, 
there was no way i of telling 
who the bondsznen were except 
from the memory of persons who had seen it. 
The combined recollection of Mr. Barron, the 
clerk, who recorded it; of Mr. Ellis Phelan, 
who was secretary of state at the time, and of 
Governor Cobb, who approved the bond, could 
only recall the names of Merrill E. Pratt, 
Daniel Crawford, J. J. Robinson and J. M. 
Driver. 

Mr. Driver is dead and the others have long 
ago compromised the matter and been re- 
leased. The new names arethose of Messrs, 
B. L. Dwyer, D.G. Allen, and G. L. Griffin. 
Of course they are yetliable, but what the 
extent of their property is that can be reached 
by the ‘state nobody was ‘seen yesterday who 
knew. 

The reporter,after the above occurrences,call- 
ed at the jail and was admitted to Vincent’s 
cell. Vincent was lying on his couch in his 
iron cage reading. He was ill and in hisnight 
clothes. On being informed of the finding of 
the book he brightened visibly. 

“TI knew it wasin the vault,’’ he said. “I 
recollect putting it there, and all about it, as 
well as if it were yesterday. I was then en- 
gaged in making a new bond, and went to the 
secretary of state’s office, but it was by that 
time getting late and nobody was in. I took 
the book back to my office and laid it on the 
table, but it occurred to me that 
it was too important a record to leave around 
loose and J put it in the vault. I laid iton top 
of the safe. I suppose the committee who ex- 
amined the vault, or some other™person, 
knocked it off and it fell behind. I never 
thought of it any more until my wife come to 


me and informed me that the record book was 


missing, and I was charged with taking ib, as I 
knew so perfectly where I left it there in the 
vault I suppored that it had been found long 
ago until I returned and found it still missing.” 

The book was found by a reporter 
and several state house officials.

Resolved, further, Thatthe management con- 
tinue their work of preparation of the drill in May, 
1888, refunding all cash subscriptions where sub- 
scribers do not wish to renew them for the drill 
next year.

SUFFOCATED IN THE MINE. 


The Terrible Disaster at Savanna, Indian 
Territory. 


CnicaGco, April 6.—A special from Venita, 
1. T., referringto the mine disaster at Sa- 
vanna, briefly mentioned in last night’s dis- 
patches, says: The body of gas fired must 
have been immense, to render flames of such 
magnitude. It was followed with such con- 
cussion as to startle every one for miles around, 
and people in the immediate vicinity were 
severely shocked. The engine house and lift- 
ing works structure, overa hundred feet long 
and two stories high, was blown into splinters 
by the current driven out of the slope and in 
a few minutes was enveloped in fiames. 
From the character of the building and being 
literally saturated with oil, it was not possible 
to save anything from the flames. There were 
six men in the mine at the moment of the ex- 
plosion, which occurred at ten minutes past 

“one o’clock. These men were all killed, Their 
names are as follows: Miles Jarrett; Dave 
jones, Hugh Dooley, William Barnes, Charles 

*arsons, and Bert French. The most distress- 
ing part of the accident is the suffering of 
thirteen more, who were attempting, with 
others, to reach the fated men through an ad- 
joining mine. 

Following are their names: James Ward, 
James McGinniss, Fred Rates, Thomas N oven, 
Mike Kelley, Thomas Daniels, George Hill, 
Pat a Robert Miller, Pat Fagan, John 
Williams, Peter Renold and William Hudson. 
The workings ot the two mines run er 
far down in the mine but these means of com- 
munication have never been attended to or 
the men conld have been rescued. Ont of the 
first party attempting to reach number two, 
five were and are still in the mine. 

A secon ty of twelve or fifteen went 
down. At this writing, eight of these are re- 
ported lost in the mine, overcome with fire 
damp. This makes thirteen already sacrificed 
to inattention. There is no telling what may 
be further loss of life in the attempt to rescue 
the bodies of those now in the mines. Cutting 
is now being driven through into one of the 
upper lifte or entries. When done, it is hoped 
they will be able to at least rescue the bodies of 
the nnfortunates. Fans have been started in 
No. 2, by attaching the boiler of a switching 
locomotive to steam pipes. Everything that is 
possible is being done to enable the men to 
reach the bottom of the slope.

basement of 9S Milk street. Their stock was 
worth about $20,000. Thesecond floor, where 
the fire originated, is occupied chiefly by O. J. 
Rand & Co., book binders, whose stock was 
large and whose loss will probably be total. 
The occupants whose losses will be nearly or 
quite total, are “The Allen governor com- 
pany,” Amos Pond, treasurer; A. A. Sanburn, 
steam engine; Mystic Manufacturing company, 
makers of emery cloth and paper, mucilage, 
etc.; Mesers.

The Interstate Commerce Order. 

As was predicted in the dispatches of THE 
CONSTITUTION’s special correspondent at 
Washington the interstate commerce com- 
mission hasdecided to suspend the fourth 
section of the act so far asit relates to the 
lines combined in the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association. This suspension is 
granted ‘‘subject to modification or revoca- 
tion by the commission at any time, upon 
hearing or otherwise,’’ for a period not 
greater than ninetydays. The order further 
declares that during this suspension the 
long and short haul clause shall be of force 
so far as it affects the various stations along 
the exempted lines. 

This action of the commission is wise and 
just. It will relieve the apprehension that 
business was to be disturbed and seriously 
damaged by a -literal construction of 
the fourth section regardless of the 
proviso which was clearly intended to pre- 
vent any sudden shocks to the great com- 
mercial interests of the country. The com- 
mission appears to be going at the great 
work that lies before it in the proper spirit. 
While the temporary suspension is in opera- 
tion the commissioners are coming into the 
territory aflected thereby to hold sessions 
and to endeavor to ascertain what. the 
equities of the situation are. They will con- 
vene in Atlanta on the 26th of April, and 
will probably sit here two days to hear both 
sides of the case. Subsequent sessions for 
the same purpose will be held in Mobile, 
New Orleans and Memphis. When the 
commissioners have gathered the informa- 
tion, which will be atforded them at these 
points, they will be in a position to decide 
intelligently and fairly upon this grave 
question. If it is demonstrated that the 
enforcement of the fourth section will 
be unjust to the linesof the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship association, and to the 
interests of the merchants and consumers 
whom its lines supply an indefinite suspen- 
sion of the long and short haul clause will 
probably succeed this temporary order. If 
the merchants and railroads do not make 
out their case an enforcement of the section 
must ensue, 

It must be remembered that the Atlanta 
committee made the first plea for the sus- 
pension of the long and short haul section, 
and to its clear and concise presentation of 
the case the action of the commission is 
largely due. 


Decidedly Cool. 

A week or so ago, the New York Graphic 
handled the Macy establishment without 
gloves, on account of the frequent arrests of 
innocent women at that place. 

The Macys were considerably rutiled by 
the spirited attack, but they are beginning 
to recover their characteristic impudence, 


seems to foreshadow a libel suit. 

Naturally the Graphic is delighted. It 
expresses pleasure at the prospect of pro- 
longing the agitation and ventilation of the 
subject, and says:

Judge Crisp 
had the bill in charge in the house, amnfl it is 
to be presumed that he thoroughly under- 
stands the intentions of the measure.

of the law will be all that Judge Crisp pre- 
dicts; but in the meantime the operations 
ot the rw will be guarded and modified by 
the commission which has charge of it. 


Sense Instead of Slush, 

A recently issued pamphlet, entitled 
‘‘Abuse of Alcoholics, by the Healthy,’ 
written by Dr. Chaille, professor of physi- 
ology and hygiene inthe Tulane Univer- 
sity, contains so. many sensible points that 
it deserves a wide circulation. 

Dr, Chaille isa man of science. He talks 
sense instead of slush. It would have been 
an easy matter for him to have rehearsed 
the stale platitudes and weak sentimental- 
ism of the ordinary run of temperance ora- 
tors, but as he desired to impress thinking 
people he wisely abstained from mere clap- 
trap. 

Our professor take3 the position that tem- 
perance is the non-abuse of alcoholics, 
What constitutes abuse will very clearly 
appear from his statement that the stroug- 
est man, with the most vigorous and per- 
fect constitution, cannot drink more than 
two ounces or four tablespoonfals of alco- 
hol a day. 

This isa small allowance. Let us see 
what it means. After calculating the per- 
centage of alcohol in the different liquors, 
we find that according to the professor’s 
statement a man must limit himself daily 
toa pintand a half of ale or beer, three- 
quarters of a pint of wine, and three ounces 
or six tablespoonfals of whisky. 

It will be seen that thisis far less than 
so-called moderafe drinkers take for their 
daily share. These moderate drinkers, Dr. 
Chaille says, are gradually wasting their 
vital capital. They consider the man who 
occasionally takes a spree intemperate, and 
so heis, but big sprees are far less inju- 
rious to the system than the regular drink- 
ing of theman who never shows the infla- 
ence of liquor. 

The professor puts in some telling points 
from a physiological standpoint. He says 
that complete drunkenness is an artificial 
paralysis. Continued drinking hastens old 
age, that is, it produces all the effects of 
old age. Drinkers are four times more 
liable to diseases of the liver and the or- 
gaps of digestion than non-drinkers, and 
they are twice as liable to diseases of the 
kidneys, nervous complaints, etc. An in- 
temperate person at the age of twenty 
cannot reasonably expect to live more than 
fifteen years, while a temperate person at 
that age would stand a good chance of liv- 
ing forty-four years. 

Now there are some people who will pro- 
nounce Dr. Chaille an enemy to the tem- 
perance cause. The truth is, he has said 
more to promote it than the entire host of 
probibition orators and writers. He in- 
dulges in neither twaddle nor abuse, but 
he states coid facts that are calculated to 
scare moderate and immoderate drinkers 
out of their boots. 

We have briefly summarized the points in 
this pamphlet simply to show the im- 
measurable superiority of sense over slush. 
If the prohibition speakers would borrow a 
little from Dr. Chaille instead of relying 
upon their old line of talk they would bring 
about a genuine reform. This whole tem- 
perance question should be treated from the 
stand point of sense,and this holds good in alf 
communities; whether they are prohibition 
or anti-prohibition. Science is not a parti- 
san, and she is entitled to a hearing at all 
times,

A pamphlet was written to maintain the ex- 
istence of the privilege by Mr. Baddeleyin 1365, 
Mr. Baddeley’s argument is, in a few words, that 
the privilege must have been recognized when 
the Roman Catholic religion was established by 
Jaw and that it has never been taken away. I think 
the modern law of evidence is not so old as the re- 
formation, but has grown up by the practice of the 
courts and by decisions in the course of the last 
two centuries. It came into existence ata time 
when exceptions in favor of auricular confessions 
to Roman Catholic priests were not likely to be 
made. The general rule is that every person must 
testity to what he knows. 


The Cholera in South America.

The officer, however was inexorable, and furious- 
ly replied : 

‘Obey my orders or take the consequences,” and 
at the same time he sent fora file of men from the 
guard house. 

He now threw himselt, in his dirty boots, on one 
of the handsome sofas, and, ordering the cooxk to be 
summoned,commanded him toprepare an excellent 
dinner by an appointed hour, as he had invited 
several of his brother officers to dine with him, 
and reminded the butler that the best wines that 
the cellar afforded must be forthcoming. He now 
went out and returned at the appointed hour 
alone. Dinner was served; he complained that it 
was execrable, end violently dashed the dishes on 
the floor.

Ceptain Burke Puts @ Wire Fence Across the Avenue, 
Leaving Only a Specs for the Street Car Track ~ 
Statements of Captain Burke and?Colonel 
Reixnhardt-The Former Contests. 


Angier avenue, between the Bonlevard and 
Jackson street, was fenced in at both ends 

cterday morning, and earriages coull nt 
pars through the avenue at all during the en- 
tire day. ; 

The street was closed by Captain J. F. 
Burke, of Gate City Guard fame. 

Several years ago the avenue was closel ‘n 
the same way, but after a lengthy controv sy 
before the general council], was opened, :ni re- 
mained opencd until yesterday morning, when 
wires were stretched across it again. The 
closing of the street proves a great annoyance 
to persons living east of the Boulevard, in the 
porthern portion of the city, and the wires 
swung across created considerable talk yes- 
terday, aud brought to public notice the old 
trouble. 

Colonel A. M. Reinhardt, the attorney, owns 
a fine place on Jackson street, extending 
through to the Boulevard. On the northera 
end of thecolonel’s property is the avenue, 
and immediately north of the 
avente is a large, beautiful lot 
belopging to Mrs. Cottivg, Captain Burke's 
mother-in-law. Before the Gate City street 
car line was built Mrs. Cotting’s lot and Colonel 
Reinbardt’s property were separated by an 
alley fifteen feet wide and known as Nolan 
alley. When the car line was built the direc- 
tors placed it on Jackson street, and after going 
north quite a distance, began seeking a place 
where they could cross the Boulevard and 
reach l’once de Loen springs. From the 
Boulevard to the sprit gs the company found a 
route down Angier avenue. The avenue at 
that time began at the Boulevard and ran east 
by north, On the opposite side of the Boulevard 
was Nolan alley, and to extend the alley east 
would make it the same as Angier avenue. In 
secking a place to reach the Boulevard from 
Jackson street, the company concluded that 
Nolan alley would be the best selection. The 
alley, however, was too narrow to accommo- 
date the street car track and vehicles, and 
upon building the track from 
Jackson street to the Boulevard the 
company secured permission of Mrs, Cotting to 
lay the track on her ground. At the time the 
track was Jaid the gent!emen who were build- 
ing the car line and those living in that imme- 
diate section of the city were negotiating with 
Colone! Reinhardt and Captain Burke, repre- 
genting Mrs. Cotting, for ground to make 
the .alley a street fifcy feet wide. 
Captain Burke agreed to transfer to the city 
for street purposes a certain number of feet 
for a consideration, but Colonel Reinhardt de- 
elined tosurrender or sellany of his land 
fronting on the alley. Colonel Reinhardt was 
so very-emphatic in his refusal to sell that the 
street car builders became satisfied that they 
would have to secure from Captain 
Burke, by purchase or gift, the full thirty-five 
feet necessary to give them a fifty-foot street, 
The gentlemen were unable to makea'trade 
with Captain Burke, and in a short time that 
gentleman closed the entire street, except the 
ear track, from the contemplated southern 
boundary of his lot across to the line of the 
original fifteen-foot alley. 

The closing of the street created quite a 
sensation at that time. The street was then a 
new route to the springs, and the gprings were 
quite attractive. The question got before the 
city council by a petition from the street car 
company to have the alley opened as a_ street 
end have the name changed to Angier avenue. 
Captain Borke presented a counter petition, 
and the city legislature passed several 
hours discussing the question. Several 
sessions of the council were given to the poti- - 
tion. Mr. L. DeGive, Colonel Reinhardt, Mr. 
John Stephens, Captain Burke and others ad- 
dressed the body. The council declined to 


the alley the proportions and dignity of an ave- 


nue, and while the body was still considering 
the question the parties interested adjusted 
the matter and the alley was. converted 
intoa thoroughfare. The nature of the set- 
tlement was never made public, and the public 
cared nothing for the nature of the settlement, 
when it became known that the route to the 
springs was again open. 

In the settlement, Captain Burke conceded 
& number ot feet of ground to be used for 
street purposes—just how much, however, 
is not known. The track, however, was on 
the ground belonging to Mrs. Cotting, and on 
both sides of the track were a pavement and a 
driveway. On the north side of the track the 
driveway and pavement were off the Cotting 
property, while on the south side, the drive- 
Way and the pavement was carved out of tie 
original _ fifteen feet alley and a 
fow additional fee includ.d in 
the deal with Captain Burke, who executed 
abond for title to the road. After the trade 
Was made and the street opened, fiager-boards 
designating the thoroughfare as Angier avenue 
Were put up, and,in a short time Jackson 
street, Angier avenue and the Boulevard con- 
stituted the favorite drive to Ponce de L3o0n 
springs. Everything moved along smoothly, 
and in time the general public had forzotten 
the affair. Recently, however, Captain Burke, 
for some cause, became dissatisfied with the 
situation and secured from Mr. DeGive the 
bond for title which he had executed. The 
matter, however, did not attract. public atten- 
tion until yesterday morning, when persons 
who use the avenue found itclosad with 
wire fence again. Captain Burke has planted 
a post near the street car track on both sides, 
both on Jackson street and the Boulevard, and 
has stretched wire across the street. On the 
north side the wire reaches from the post to 
the lot, closing the street entirely. On tbe 
south side it reaches toa post on the line of 
the fifteen foot alley, closing ail 
but that alley. The street car track 
was left open, Captain Burke not wishing to 
‘prevent cars from running through his lot and 
over his Jaud. 

The residents north of Angier avenue and 
eastthe Boulevard were greatly annoyed at 
the wire fence and yesterday afternoon it was 
Currently rnmored that Mr. J. R. Whiteside 
and other residents had employed attorneys to 
take out an injunction and it is probable that 
the matte: wil! soon be in the courts again. 

CAPTAIN BURKE TALKS, 

Captain Burke, by whose authority the thor- 
cughfare was closed, last night said in response 
to questions:

THE DeKALB PROBIBITION LAW3. 


The Decision of the Supreme Court Sough, 
as to Its Constitutionality. 


A great deal of interest is felt by the citizens 
S DeKalb county and many others in the 

abéas copus case brought by Wm. G. Miller, 
of DeKalb county, to test the constitutionality 
of the special act of the legislature which pre- 
vents the manufasture of liquor in that coun- 
ty. Mr. Miller isiepresented in the case by 
Mr. J.Carroll Payne, and Mr. Hooper Alexan- 

er represents the solicitor of DeKalb county. 
Being asked why the case is taken to the 
United States courts instead of the courts of 
the state, Mr. Payne said, yesterday: 

“T have, for some time, been desirous of 
testing the DeKalb local option law, because 
that law prohibits the manufacture as well! as 
the sale of all intoxicating liquors, whereas the 
general local option law of this state only pro- 
hibits the sale. To own a distillery without 
the right to use it as such is but a poor privi- 
lige, especially where it is vatueless for any 
other purpore. The question of the violation, 
on the part of the state, of property rights 
while in the exercise of police power has never 
been equarely before the supreme court of the 
United States, where there has been any éx- 
pression of opinion by that court. In one 
case, that of Schmidt vs. Cobb, recently before 


affirmed by a divided bench in Washington, 
four judges being 1n favor of and four against 
the finding of the lower court. Judge Woods 
was sick in California at the time. 

“The ordinary method of testing the consti- 
tutionality by going through the state courts 
and then on to Wa -hington by writ of error, is 
expensive and slow. On this account I thought 
it » good idea to bring about -a speedy test of 
the case by starting the distillery in DeKalb. 
This resulted in an indictment by the grand 
jury and the arrest of Mr. Miller. Upon 
Judge Newman's stating that he could 
not hear the case, the application was 
mace to Jcdge Pardee, aud from 
bis decision, whether favorable or adverse to 
the local option bill, the cause will be carried 
to Washington. 

“In removing the cause so summarily from 
the state court [ have not the faintest intention 
of showing any Cisrespect or want of courtesy 
to that court, my only motive being the desire 
to push matters as rapidly us pos:ible*to a final 
concivsion by the hiy hest tribunal in the lan‘. 
By the rules of the supreme court of the United 
States all cases of habeas corpus are tried at once 
being advanced on the docket by motion. 
The advantage of trying the question of con- 
stitutionality of the law in this way is, there- 
fore, apparent. Ibelievethe law unconstitu- 
iiunal and it is easy to see that it is important 

the question shomsd be speedily settled 

way,orgthe other. The fact is, the influ. 
erce ard feeling, which are more or iess 
brought into each case as a matter of necessi- 
ty, color the views ofthe lower courts. The 
supreme court of the United State is safficient 
ly far removed from all local feeling to impar- 
tially survey the controversy and to pass judg- 
ment thereon, which, whether satisfactory to 
litigants or not. pessesses the virtue of defi- 
nitely settling all futher discussion.” 

The case in the United States’ cirenit court 
has, as stated in yesterday's CONSTITUT’ON, 
been set for May first, and will be heard by 
Judge Pardke. * ae?

THABH DETECTIVES ARRESTED FOR 
SEARCHING A HOUSE. 


Detectives Bedford, Reeves and Aldridge Search @ 
* House, Believing That They Have Treed « 


Bl.cd Tiger—Taey Failte Find Any Liq- 
uor—The Negro Becomes Aftigry. 


Detectives Reeves, Bedfordand Aldridge, by 
whom nearly all the prohibition cases have 
been madé since the law went into effect, 
were arrésted yestetday morning on warrants 
charging them with unlawful trespass. 

The complainant againstithe three detéctives 
is Giles Moore,a negro living on Marictta 
street. 

For some time past Detectives Reevés and 
Aldridge have been giving their entire time 
toan investigation of reported violations of 
the prohibition law. Their work is by no 
means a pleasant one, but having been de- 
tailed to it both men havetaken the bit fairly 
between their teeth and have made considera- 
ble reputation in the work. About ten days 
ago the detectives received information which 
indneed them to believe that Giles Moore 
was selling whisky at his home on the ex- 
treme westernend of Marietta street, ‘hey 
then began watching the place, and in a short 
time discoverel many suspicious acts which 
strengthened their belief. The detectives are 
well known all over the city, and learnMg that 
Moore was quite watehful, they were comps'led 

work very slow, féariag 

some one would give \> them 
away. On Saturday night they watched 
Moore’s place closeby, and saw enough to in- 
duce them toenter the house, Before doing 
so, however, some one passing by recognized 
them sn¢, speaking, walked into Moore’s house. 
The detectives knew that the man would in- 
form Moore of their presence, and realizing 
his chance to secret liquor if he had aay 
hand, quickly decided to postpone their visit. 
On Monday night the two detectives again re- 
turned to that end of the city and, getting 


near Moore’s place, saw several persons go in. 
and come out. The visitors were not such as. 


would call upon Moore for a social chat, and, 
after watching awhile, they decided to enter 
the honse and search it. Approaching the 
place Detective Aldridge tapped upon the 
door, but there was noanswer. The knock 
“was repeated, and then some one inside called 
out: 
“Who is there?” 

“Police open the 

detective. : 

Instantly there was a shuffling noise inside 

the house,and an unnecessary delay apparent- 
ly in 1eaching the door. Finally the dvor bs- 
gan to move upon its hinges 
as a man’s face appeared the detectives fwera 
greeted with: .f 

“What’s you want?” 

“T want to see Giles Moore,” answered Da-. 
tective Aldridge. 

‘‘Well, dat’s my name,’’said the negro, open- 
ing the door wide. 

“Giles, we have been told that you are sell- 
ing whisky,’ said Detective Reeves, ‘‘and we 
want to search your house.”’ 

“Den you has been told alie. I hasn’t been 
selling no liquor,and you can comein and! 
see,” answered the negro. 

The two detectives stepped inside the house, 
and as they closed the door one of tle a re- 
marked: 

‘Giles, we haven't a search warrant, Bat

They went from one 
room to another, looking into every 
place where a bottle or jug 
could be concealed, but failed to 
find a drop of liquor. However, they found a 
jug which, when uncorked, smelled! sttongly 
of whisky, but the jug was empty. <The 
eearch was not satisfactory to the officers, but 
notwithstanding the fact that they found no 
liquor, their belief that Moore had beon selling 

was not shaken. z 

The search was conducted quietly, butsevera 
yersons knew that it was going on and wai¥

On Tuesday. Moore began talking about the . 
visiting, and in recounting what had transpir- » 


ed, repeated what the detective had said abo it ; 
the warrant. Some one then suggest:d/ 
to Moore that he a good 

case against the detec tives 


them with trespass. Moore consalted with 
some of his friends, ani the consultation roe- 
sulted in a warrant. The warrant was sworn 
out before Judge Horton Tuesday afternoon 
and placed in the hands ofa bailiif, Early 
yesterday morning the bailiff called 
at police headquarters and found 
the three detectives present. He quietly 
called them aside and handing them warrants 
asked them to goontand make bond. The 
men treated the matter lightly, and in a few 
minutes every body about the city prison 
knew of the arrest, For a short time it created 
quite a sensation among the members of the 
force, but in a little while things quieted 
down. The arrest of the three 
detectives soon became known throughout ths 
city and created considerable talk. Some per- 
sons expressed genuine gratification, while 
others were quite indignant because of the 
arrest. During the evening Datective 
Aldridge said : 

“The warrants would never have been 
sworn out tor us but for the 
‘fact that some of the wine: 
room men induced the negro to do it.” 

“Do you think so?” 

“I know it. You sce we have every possible 
obstacle thrown in our way by these mea. 
Now they think that we will be afraid tosearch 
a place because we have been arrested, but they 
are dead wrong, and I’d go into one now just 
as auick aseyver. Besides this we told the no- 
gro we had no warrant and he gave us permis- 
sion then to go ahead.” 

Some of those who are expressing pleasure 
at the arrest of the men assert that the negro 
lives outside the city and that the detectives 
had no authority to go into the house.
